Lack of communication 
threatens community sense 


Prejudice is a common feeling among many of us. As soon 
as we learn that someone is different in any way, We tend to 
assume that they are inferior; our egos tell us that we are the 


best. 
This past Sunday, 


25 Saudi Arabian males arrived on 


campus. They will be staying at Clarke for four months. 

Their way of life is different from ours; their language is 
different from ours; their likes and dislikes are probably 
different from ours. Are we then to assume that our way of 
life is better? Our language? Our likes and dislikes? 

An opportunity for personal enrichment arose last ag 
day, when a slide presentation on Saudi Arabia was fea- 
tured in ALH. The Courier was surprised at the compara- 
tively small number of Clarke students who attended this 
presentation and took the opportunity to better acquaint 
themselves with the Saudi Arabian culture. 

The Courier encourages all members of the Clarke com- 
munity to take an interest in the Saudi Arabian students in 
an effort to better acquaint them with American customs. 
At the same time, we can enrich ourselves. ° oe 

On the other hand, the Courier suggests that the decision 
‘to take in the Saudi Arabian students was made in haste, and 
without careful consideration of the school’s responsibility 
to present, tuition-paying Clarke students. The Courier 
feels that this is yet another example of the lack of commu- 
nication between the administration and the rest of the 


Clarke population, which detracts from, if not destroys, the 


strong sense of community that has long been a tradition at 


Clarke. 


The Courier also suggests that the administration has 
given poor credibility to its decisions, by taking away rooms 
being used by the Communication department to house au- 
dio visual equipment, especially since AV is an integral part 
of the newly established Corporate Communication major. 
This room will now be used as office space for the coordina- 
tors of the Saudi Arabian program. 


While the Courier acknowledges that the coming of the 
Saudi Arabians isa chance for cultural enrichment for both 
the Arabs and the Clarke community, we object to the ad- 
ministration’s continued attitude that students should not 
be given a voice in decision-making. ~

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Chapin: a blend of magic, humanism

Harry Chapin is not a flashy 
dresser, nor is he strikingly hand- 
some. In fact, he’s a white socks and 
brown buckle shoes man. Yet the 
audience left Five Flags Arena 
Theatre last Friday night with a 
sense of having been in touch with a 
great beauty. 


Chapin's music has an exciting 
humanistic quality which could be 
termed as mellow, yet inspiring. 
The timbre is quietly insistent, de- 
manding that you listen to the 
thought-provoking lyrics. 


Although Chapin writes humor- 
ous material such as “30,000 Pounds 
of Bananas,” (which has four differ- 
ent endings because his band told 
him the first three endings “sucked”), 
he is best known for his serious 
tunes, like “Cats in the Cradle.” 


This song is about a father who 
has been too busy to spend time with 
his son, and his sudden realization 
of how much he has missed when the 
son doesn't have time for him. This 


general theme is present in a great 
number of Chapin’s songs: It's the 
theme of human loneliness that 
could have been avoided if someone 
had taken the time to care. — 

Genuinely sincere about his con- 
cern for others, more than 80% of 
Chapin's concerts are benefits for 
organizations such as CROP which 
fight world hunger. He promotes 
these groups in his concerts, and do- 
nates the proceeds from his poetry 
book and souvenir sales to these 
causes. 

Along with his previously releas- 
ed songs such as ‘Taxi,” “Circle, 
“Mr. Tanner,” “W.O.L.D,” and “I 
Wanna Learn a Love Song,” Cha- 
pin introduced several new songs. 
He is quite a story teller in that he 
enjoys describing the people and 
situations which inspired his lyrics. 

Frequently his band members in- 
terject their own opinions of Harry’s 
introductions, similar to their opin- 
ions of the “Banana” song. At one 
point they felt Harry had taken too 
long and went into a sudden rendi- 
tion of the theme song from Bonan- 


Za. 
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One newsong Chapin introduced 
as an educational song, created 
after his secretary showed him a re- 
port card her son had received. It 
said, “Your son seems to march to 
the beat of a different drummer, 
but I'm sure by the end of the term 
we'll have him marching in step.” 

Chapin’s lyrics told le boy who 
saw the many colors of the rainbow 
in a simple flower, but the teacher 
insisted flowers were only red and 
green. The sorrow of this situation 
was intensified by the sweetly weep- 
ing cello played by Kim Scholes. 

The Harry Chapin band will be 
remembered, despite Chapin’s re- 
ferral to them as the “Mormon Tu- 
bercular Choir,” for adding a great 
deal of feeling to the performance. 
The tonal variety and the individu- 
als’ vocal ranges were amazing. 

Big John Wallace sang bass, bari- 
tone, and soprano. The instruments 
seemed to cry in harmony with the 
voices, creating a sense of deep inner 
longing for peace and companion- 
ship. The blend was magical and 
human.
